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SUMMARY OF EVENTS| 


- OF THE PAST WEEK 


CANADIAN 


The price of wheat at the beginning 
of the week was $1.23. C.P.R. stock 
stood. at 147. 

The whole of the ‘Farmers’ party 
members of.parliament for Alberta 
with two exceptions met at the end 
of last week. in Edmonton to consider 
the question of six by-elections to- be 
held to fill the vacancies caused by 
the members of the six constituencies 
etanding’ as candidates in. the domin- 
fon election. .It is thought that the 
Alberta’ government are serious con- 
sidering a general election at once 
rather than holding the by-elections 
to come not more than six months or 
so hereafter. 

Moctor Boak, the Victoria doctor 
who was sentenced to four years penal 
servitude for manslaughter nearly a 
year ago, has lost his ‘appeal against 
the ‘sentence and will have to go to 
prison_in accordance with it. The 
circumstances were that the doctor, 
with Some companions, ran over a 
man ‘in the road‘ and killed him and 
drove on to their hospital. ‘There was 
ground for the belief that an attempt 
had been deliberately made to con- 
struct an entirely false account of the 
facts as a defence for the doctor’s 
conduct. . 

C. S. Pingle, the Liberal candidate, 
was finally declared to be elected in 
Medicine Hat by a majority of 396 
over the second-place candidate, W. 
E. McCoombs, of the Labor-Farmer 
party. 

Mr. Meighen, the Conservative 
leader, addressed a great meeting in 
Calgary on Friday night. So many 
wished to attend:.that an overflow 
meeting had to be held and even this 
overflow meeting itself overflowed. 

In the Janet Smith case at Vancou- 
ver, the grand jury threw out the 
charge againat Wong Foo Sing, the 
Chinaman accused of murdering the 
girl, and he was accordingly released. 

In the trial at Vancouver of the 
large number of fruit and produce 
produce dealers of the western priv- 
inces of: Canada.on a charge of violat- 
ing the law against combines, counsel 
for the defence is pleading that the 
two acta involved: are ultra vires and 
invalid. «A. McLeod Sinclair, K.C., of 
Calgary, and J. C. McRuer of Toronto, 
opposing. counsel in the trial, have 
been called to the bar of British Co- 
lumbia specially in order that they 
may appear at the trial for the de- 
fendants.and the Crown respectively. 

Six people were killed near Toron- 
to when ‘a Canadian National train 
struck a motor car attempting to 
cross the track immediately in front 
of the train. There was nothing to 
obstruct the view of the driver of 
the car, and it is not known why he 
tried to cross before the train. 

Heavy storms, with snow, hail and 
gevere cold, have visited the mari- 
time provinces and the east of Can- 
ada generally. The snow has been 
severe enough to delay trains. 

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


The seamen’s strike in Great Br* 
ain has ended except in- the port of 
London. It has not at any time been 
a complete strike and has only to a 
limited extent interfered with the 
sailings of ships.\ 

At the Interparliamentary Union’s 
meeting in Washington, Thomas 
Johnson, one of the Irish Free State 
delegates, submitted a motion that any 
dominion of the British Empire should 
be recognized as having the right to 
remain neutral in the event of Great 
Britain becoming involved in a war. 
The motion, however, was withdrawn. 
A proposal made by one of the British 
delegates, that demilitarized zones 
between the territory of neighboring 
nations should be established, receiv- 
ed considerable support. 

There will be a general election in 
New Zealand on November 4. The 
present standing of the parties in the 
New Zealand parliament is: Reform 
party, 38; Liberals, 25; Labor, 17. 

Mr. Baldwin, the British prime min- 
ister, made a great speech on the gen- 
eral situation at the end of last week. 
He expressed the hope that the inter- 
national conference at Locarno would 
have the effect of establishing peace 
in Europe on a sound basis. Until 
that was done, he said that disarma- 
ment could not take place. He con- 
sidered that war with the Turks in 
regard to Mosul was not likely but 
“that Britain could not withdraw from 
Irak and would not give up the Mosul 
territory merely because the Turks 
demanded it. He was unable to make 
any definite remedy for unemploy- 
ment but said that the government 
was continually studying the prob- 
lem and he pointed out that national 
expenditure had been reduced by one- 
third in the last five years. A resolu- 
tion was carried in favor of etrengt' 
ening the law against revolutionary 
plots: 

In Great Britain, the question of the 
price of bread is exciting great inter- 
est. The government recently estab- 
lished a food council to watch the 
prices of food in the country and en- 
deavor to prevent unjustified profit- 
eering. In accordance with this 
scheme, the food council is proposing 
to issue a list to the public of bakers 
who are selling at the price which the 
council considers fair. The bakers, 
in reply, are themselves reducing th 
prices in order to demonstrate the 
lack of necessity for any such food 
counoil. 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks, the British 
home secretary, is proposing to bring 


in a bill to strengthen the law against’ 


revolutionary agitation. THis is th- 
result of the communist movement in 
Britain. It is not by any meang cer: 
tain whether such:a bill will com- 
mand general support even amongst 
the Conservatives, as it Ia ta some

-The Channel Islands are refusing to 
make any contribution towards im. 
perial taxation. The British govern: 
ment some time ago asked that the 
islands ‘should -. contribute ° 600,000 
poundd per. year on. account of the 
defence afforded them by..the British 
navy but the islands ‘have so. far re- 
fused. A committee of the.privy coun: 
cil is now about to visit the islands to 
investigate the difficulty. The islands 
are one. of the most lightly taxed 
countries in the whole world. 

f . FOREIGN . _ 


A. partial strike ‘has been brought 
on in Paris and:other parta of France 
by the Communists - as. a’ protest 
against the Moroccan war. The gov- 
ernment has brought large..numbers 
of troops into Paris and is takinig en- 
ergetic steps’ to prevent disorders, 

In Morocco, further progress. tas 
been made by the French and Span. 
ish troops against the Riffe. Joint 
operations’ were undertaken and a 
large amount of territory was’ occu- 
pied. The first of the early winter 
rains have begun and. have been: ex- 
tremely heavy so that it is doubtful 
how much longer operations can con- 
tinue. 

The conference at Locarno in Swit- 
zerland between Germany and the al. 
lied nations has been in progress dur- 
ing the past week. Herr Stresemann, 
the German foreign minister, who 
took ill just at the opening of the con- 
ference, recovered quickly and has 
taken part in the conference, Several 
private meetings were ‘held betweer 
him and M. Briand, the French for 
eign minister, and Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain, the British foreign minister. 
There are already some _— indica- 
tions that a much more friendly at- 
mosphere between the late enemies is 
being created. One of the chief prob- 
lems for solution is the French wish 
that she should have some means al- 
lowed her of going to the assistance 
of fier allies, Poland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, in case of their being attacked. 
German territory separates France 
from these allies, and the chief dan- 
ger to them lies in a possible attack 
by Russia. At the end of the week it 
was stated that the greater part of 
the security treaty had been agreer 
on, the only difficulty still left ‘being 
the French guarantee of support of 
Poland. Germany has @o far refused 
to make any agreement to allow the 
French troops to cross: her territor: 
in order to reach their allies. The 
Russians have been trying to obtain 
permission to join in the conference, 
but it has so far been refused. . 

Martial law has been proclaimed ‘in 
Greece. -~-For the last two or three 
months Greece has been under a mil- 
itary government headed by General 
Pengalos, although it has been given 
an appearance of the ordinary parlia- 
mentary government and the declara- 
tion of martial law ‘has: simply been 
made in order to stifle criticism of 
the government. 

In Italy, the Fascist government 
has made an agreement with the 
General Association of Industry that 
the association shall recognize the 
Fascist organization as the only rep- 
resentatives of the working classes 
and the Fagcisti shall recognize the 
association as. tho only representa- 
tive of the industrial employers. The 
effect of this is that all workmen if 
they wish to be represented in any 
negotiations with their employers 
must join the Fascist party. 

The Fascist government is 2stab- 
lishing a law giving the government 
absolute control over the industry of 
the country. A compulsory board of 
arbitration between employers and 
employed is being set up and work- 
men who strike against its orders will 
be Hable to be punished with death. 
The senate, formerly composed of life 
members in much the same way as 
the Canadian senate, is to be trans- 
formed into an elected body compos- 
ed of representatives of different in- 
dustrial groups. Any Italians abroad 
who make hostile speeches are Hable 
to be charged with treason and to 
have their property in Italy confis- 
cated. The Italian government con- 
tinues to take measures against the 
Free Masons in the country and sev- 
eral violent affrays have taken place 
between Fascisti and Free Masons. 

In China, the combined Russian and 
pro-Bolshevist Chinese party in Can- 
ton seem likely to defeat the anti- 
Bolshevist Chinese party and to ob- 
tain control of Canton and its dis- 
trict. British merchants are urging 
foreign intervention to prevent thi: 
happening but so far there {s-no indi- 
cation that this will be done. 

Fighting has taken place near Can- 
ton between the pro-Bolshevists and 
the anti-Bolshevists. No decisive re- 
sult seems to have been the outcome. 

At the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, the president 
made a declaration, which was en- 
thusiastically supported, that Ameri- 
can labor would not support Russian 
Bolshevism. 

There is a threat of a general strike 
in France, instigated by the commun- 
iste as a protest against the war in 
Morocco. The government is taking 
stringent measures to protect any 
who wish to continue working with- 
out interference.

‘Dear Sir: From the Hon. Alex 
Ross’ speech in Red Deer, it would 
appear that the Alberta Farmers’ gov- 


ernment bothers more about one tour-’ 


ist from the States than it does about 
20 Alberta farmers insofar as roadg 
are concerned. Possibly they believe 
that the increased revenue to the 
liquor department will eventually (7?) 
benefit the local farmer. 

At present the government road 
policy seems to be mainly directed at 
competing with the railways, as all 
the roadwork mentioned in this 
speech parallels a railroad. : 

It would appear that the farmers 
who have to haul their produce (the 
production of all business in Alberta) 
east or west to a railroad have got to 
eet there ag best they can over clay 
roads (condemned by Mr. Ross as use- 
less), built out of their own products 
by their own labor, whilst the com- 
mercial traveller and tourist travels 
in comfort on a gravel road built by 
the Farmers’ government. 

I suppose that at least 90 per cent 
of the farmers of Alberta have never 
travelled on the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton and Banff roads and yet that is 
where a large percentage of the $2,- 
000,000 of Alberta taxpayers’ money 
(to say nothing of $1,500,000 dominion 
money, also out of the same pocket) 
is being spent. It is the exception to 
see produce or goods being hauled 
over either of these roads. 

Mr. Botterill must be a very optim- 
istic real estate man if he really be- 
lieves that any large percentage of 
this tourist traffic is taking the slight- 
est notice of the agricultural beauties 
of the country they pass through. If 
they did notice it they could certainly 
not be very favorably impresged by 


what they saw on the C. & E. road. 

I think Mr. Ross makes a slight mis- 
take when he says: “How much ¢ur- 
ther they could go depends on what 
the people of Alberta could pay.” It 
really depands on how much longer 
the farmers of Alberta will stand it. 

I would venture to say that 20 years 
ago it was almost as easy to haul a! 
load of produce over the prairie trails 
as it is today over the so-called roads 
after two months wet weather in har- 
vest time when the farmer is too busy 
to get out and drag the roads.

BAD FIRE OCCURS 
AT THE REX THEATRE 


On Friday night, at about 8:30 p.m., 
a bad fire broke out at the Rex Thea- 
tre. It began from some unknown 
cause in one of the small rooms at 
the side of the auditorium, which has 
been used age a kitchen by Mr. Hen- 
dren. There was a fair number of 
people in the theatre at the time, and 
a member of the audience was the 
first to see the smoke and ifire in the 
side room and to give the alarm. Mr. 
Hendren was talking to a visiting 
business man in his office at the mo- 
ment. He at once opened the doors 
of the theatre and informed the audi- 
ence of the fire. There was nothing 
approaching a _ panic. The people 
walked quietly out of the building 
without any sign of undue alarm. 

The fire brigade turned out without 
any delay and swiftly got to work, but 
before they were even out of the fire 
station the flames were shooting out 
of the roof of the side part of the 
theatre. It looked as if the odds were 
all in favor of a very destructive con- 
flagration, as the building was wholly 
of ‘wood, lightly constructed and dry 
as tinder inside, while on each side of 
it at the closest possible distance 
were other wooden buildings. For- 
tunately, the night was still and wet, 
which were favorable factors in the 
situation. The fire brigade got their 
hoses onto the building from both ir 
side and outside, one hose being taken 
around to the back in order to get at 
the place where the fire first started 
and where it was burning most fierce- 
ly. Little or no fire was to be seen 
in the actual auditorium of the thea- 
tre, although it was filled with smoke, 
but the flames had made their way 
up the sides and reached the roof of 
the building. They got into the false 
roof above the cinematograph opera- 
tor’s compartment at the back of the 
auditorium next the street and a rush 
of flame came through the opening to- 
wards the street. It wae necessary 
for the fire brigade to break a way 
through the ceiling of the auditorium 
in order to get the water onto the 
fire burning below the roof of the 
building. Once this was done the ° 
was got in hand comparatively soon, 
and all danger of its spreading to 
other buildings was eliminated. Mr. 
W. A. Moore, of the Western General 
Electric Co., was promptly on hand tr 
see that there was no hitch in the 
water pressure available. The city 
council, who were holding a special 
meeting when the fire alarm was 
sounded, also attended the blaze, and 
a large orowd of citizena turned out. 
including the usual number of small 
boys who were sometimes useful and 
sometimes in the way. It was tact- 
fully suggested to these youngsters 
that there was another place to which 
they might go where they could find 
all the fire they wanted without being 
in the way. The piano in the theatre 
was got out without damage at the 
outset and most of the contents of 
Mr. Hendren’s living-rooma were also 
removed. The fire did not reach the 
cinematograph operator’s compart- 
ment, but owing to the necessity for 
pouring water onto the roof of it to 
put out the fire burning between it 
and the roof of the building, the pro- 
jecting machinery was badly damaged. 

When the fire was ‘finally extin- 
guished, the roof and walls of the 
theatre on the east side were badly 
burned and the interior was a mass 
of debris from the ceiling, but the 
chairs had not suffered any consider- 
able harm. It is quite unlikely that 
the building can be repaired in any 
thing like its former structure, which 
jg perhaps a good thing, as it was un- 
doubtedly a dangerous building to be 
used as a theatre. Only the prompt- 
ness of the alarm and the coolness of 
Mr. Hendren and the audience pre- 
vented what might have been a dis- 
aster. The fire brigade again demon- 
strated their readiness and efficiency, 
which have given Red Deer such a 
good record in respect of fire preven- 
tion and control. In most of the towns 
of the province such a fire as last 
night’s might have reeulted in a whole 
block being burnt. 

It is extremely hard luck on Mr. 
Hendren to have such a thing happen 
just when he had completed various 
small improvements in the theatre 
and even more so when he liad practi- 
cally settled a bargain for the sale of 
it. It is understood that the loss falls 
not on the new purchaser but on Mr. 
Hendren, who will have the sympathy 
of the people in such a piece of bad 
fortune. 

If the result of the fire is that Red 
Deer will eventually get an up-to-date 
theatre, it will be a benefit, but that 
will. hardly compengate the present 
owner for his loss

SPEGIAL MEETING 
OF CITY COUNCIL 


A special meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held on Friday evening to con- 
sider the question of the purchase by 
the city of the Western General 
undertaking. The mayor and all the 
members of the council were present, 
together with Commissioner Stephen- 
son. 

The mayor presented his report on 
his meeting with Mr. Brown, of the 
Calgary Light and Power Department, 
and submitted the figures of three dif- 
ferent proposals for working the un- 
dertaking. These figures are given 
in detail in this issue. 

It was generally agreed that Mr. 
Brown shold be asked to attend a 
public meeting to give information to 
any ratepayers who might wish to ask 
questions regarding the working of 
the undertaking by the city. 

A desultory discussion took place of 
the mayor’s report which was inter- 
rupted by the news of the Rex Thea- 
tre being on (fire. The interruption 
seemed to unsettle the whole discus- 
sion and the final decision as to the 
by-law was left for Monday’s meeting. 
It appeared, however, to be the opin- 
ion that the new boilers should not be 
installed but shouldbe re-sold, which 
is not expected to be very difficult to 
manage. 

It was pointed out that there seems 
to be a wide-spread misunderstanding 
amongst citizens ag to the termina- 
tion of the company’s franchise. It is 
believed by many that the franchise 
simply expires in 1928, whereas what 
is really the case is that the city 
merely have the opportunity then of 
buying the company out or renewing 
the franchise. -The pumping contract 
now in force ends in 1928 and it is 
generally expected that if the city 
does not buy any renewal of the con- 
tract will involve higher prices for 
water pumping. 

It was pointed out that last year 
Macleod made a profit of $8,000 and 
Wetaskiwin made a profit of $10,000. 

The only other matter considered 
by the council was a request by the 
rink company for permission to take 
10 loads of gravel from the city gravel 
pit for the purpose of the new rink 
and this permission was granted.

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[A visitor. to Red. Deer a few 
days. ago was.a man who had in- 
cluded in ‘his experiences a period 
in Siberia after the war, when 
Admiral ‘Koltchak was leading the 
“White” forces against the Bol- 
shevists. Among his stories was 
the following grim episode.] 


For some time after the Bolshevists 
had seized power in the heart of Rus- 
sia, there was uncertainty and chaos 
in the outlying parts of the empire 
and in Asia in particular. Power ‘fell 


first into the hands of one faction, 
then into those of another, and from 
them into those of a third, and each 
change was characterized by new viol- 
ence, new.imprisonments, new out- 
rages. At Omsk, on the Trans-Siber- 
ian Railway, the numbers of prisoners 
in the jails ‘hhad become so great that 
accommodation for them could no 
longer be_found. Food was becoming 
rapidly scarce. and horribly unsanit- 
ary conditions in the prisons had 
The 
officials for the moment in power de- 
cided on a course of action to get rid 
of the superfluous prisoners. They 
made up a train consisting of about 
50 cars of the double decker type with 
only about four feet between the first 
and scond decks. Into this train they 
crammed 2500 poor miserable 
wretches without food or bedding, 


. with only a few blankets between 


them and no sanitary facilities and 
very little ventilation. ‘The ‘doors of 
the cars were Iocked by the guarde 
and the train was then started off 
down the line with no definite’ destjna- 
tion and only one purpose—to keep 
moving until there was no longer any 
prisoner problem left. Inevitably 
there were deaths among the unhappy 
people on a large scale. From time 
to time the train was stopped and 
“clearances” made, which meant that 
the dead were thrown onto the line 
and thé train then moved on again. 
When the train stopped at a town, 
the officials would not allow any of 
the ‘prisoners to be put off, and they 
ordered the train to move on without 
delay. ‘Keep going’ was the order to 
the train crew. The news of this 
ghastly procession ran ahead of the 
train, and it acquired the name of 
“the train of death.” Towns which 
lay in its path and which heard of its 
‘coming took steps to have it pass 
tthrough without a stop. Eventually 
tthe train reached an area which was 
‘to some extent under the control of 
the allied military missions acting 
with Koltchak. The Americans failed 
to find a method of dealing with it, 
but the Canadians were more success- 
ful. It was, indeed, imperative that 
euch a method should be found, as 
otherwise there was extreme danger 
of the typhus infection being spread 
abroad all over the country. Admiral 
Koltchak and his staff were not in a 
position to cope with the situation ow- 
fing to the defective organizations and 
lack of supplies which hampered them 
at every stage. The Canadians took 
control of the train. They removed 
everybody from it, dead or alive, dis- 
posed of the dead and isolated the liv- 
ing, most of whom were barely able to 
move. The infected filthy clothing 
was burnt, and clean clothing, bed- 
ding and food provided and medical 
treatment given. Possibly one of the 
most repellent features of the whole 
business, and one which goes far to 
explain the fate which has overtaken 
Russia, was the complete indifference 
of their own countrymen to the plight 
of the miserable people in the train. 
‘There was not the slightest wish to 
thelp them, not even any sympathy for 
them. The one and only. thought was 
to get rid of them and have nothing 
whatever to do with them. It was 
the attitude of wild animals to those 
of their kind who have fallen sick 
Tather than that of the supposedly 
higher human race. ‘A little experi- 
ence of that attitude made it difficult 
for the Red Cross and other workers 
in Russia to retain any sympathy for 
the Russian people in their misery. 

Some further light on Russia under 
the Bolshevists was furnished by the 
experiences of young G., with whom 
the narrator became on friendly terms 
at the close of the war. 
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G. was acyoung fellow born in Rus- 
sia of Scottish parents and educated 
in the south of England for some 
years. Consequently he went.back to 
Ruseia, his father being the owner of 
a factory in.Moscow. The Bolshevist 
revolution of 1917 found him working 
there and just about 20 years of age. 
The factory was one of those which 
produced war material for the scant- 
ily equipped ‘Russian armies. It was 
not long before -the poison of Bol- 
shevism affected the workmen in the 
factory. They began to form work- 
ers’ councils, as was done all over 
Rugsia, and to hold long meetings at 
which the iniquities of the capitalists 
were assailed in furious speeches and 
the glories of the future under the 
newly established rule of communism 
were set forth in glowing if some- 
what vague terms. For a time the 
British owners of the factory were 
not made the objects of the violent 
class hatred, amounting to homicidal 
mania, which took possession of all 
the lower sections of the Russian 
people. It was only the quality of the 
work that was-at first affected. The 
workmen worked less and less and 
talked more and more, while their de- 
mands for increased wages became 
continually more peremptory. Gradu- 
ally, however, the feeling toward the 
British factory owners became more 
and more hostile, until at length it 
became clear that the factory could 
not be carried on. G.’s parents, there- 
fore, quietly left Moscow and while 
the road to safety was still precari- 
ously open made their way. through 
Finland into Norway and thence home 
to Britain. G, ‘however, did not 
leave. He elected to stay and volun- 
teered his services to the intelligence 
department of the British govern- 
ment. These being accepted,~he enter- 
ed on a period of highly interesting 
but extremely perilous experiences. 
He adopted the garb of a Russian 
workman and professed openly Bol- 
shevist sympathies. The language 
was, of course, no trouble to him. He 
had spoken Russian as well as Eng- 
lish from childhood. He received the 
Bolshevist badge, a small silver metal 
affair carrying the emblems of the 
hammer and the sickle crossed, 
which were intended to stand for the 
union of the industrial worker and 
the agricultural peasant. With his 
fellow workers he attended the per- 
petual meetings and heard the notori- 
ous leaders of the revolution, Lenin 
and Trotsky, speak. He used to gay 
that Lenin gave him the impression 
of a-fanatic sincerely believing in the 
fantastic and bloodthirsty creed he 
professed, but Trotsky just as strong- 
ly gave him the impression of a mere 
self-seaking ambitious demagogue, 
riding the storm he had helped to 
raise and always, keeping a watchful 
eye to his own advantage and his own 
safety. 

Occasionally, in order to keep in 
touch with what was going on, G. as- 
sumed the uniform of a Bolshevist 
soldier—not a difficult thing to do 
when all order and discipline had col- 
lapsed and the private assumed to- 
ward his former officera tha air of an 
arrogant and threatening equal. The 
risk ran in being discovered as a 
Britisher, which would have certainly 
meant instant and brutal death at the 
hands of the savage mobs of soldiers 
and workmen who were wreaking all 
the pent-up hatred of long ages of re- 
pression on their former masters. It 
was the Letts from the Baltic districts 
and the Mongols from the eastern 
sections of Siberia who were the 
worst of alt the Bolshevist hordes. 
These became the agents of the Bol- 
shevist government in their worst 
deeds. They could be depended on to 
show no pity to the most innocent and 
‘the most helpless victims of the Bol- 
shevist fury. It wae Lettish soldiers 
who carried out the final murder of 
the Czar and his wife and children at 
the little Siberian town of Ekaterino- 
slav. It was they who were used for 
the mass executions of hundreds of 
men, women and children who filled 
the Bolshevist prisons and were guilty 
of nothing else than of having be- 
longed to the hated bourgeois or mid- 
dle class before the revolution. 
Through all the horrors of that time 
young G. moved, well knowing that

dreadful results in. the. bands. of ‘hoime- 
less children running wild about the 
streets of Russian cities, living: any- 
where and anyhow, feeding on: refuse 


.Jand ‘plunder and with the characters 


and instincts’ of wild beasts rather 
than. of.human beings. 
G. met. one of.these bands on a 


. night when he was going to his, lodg- 


ing through the streets. of Moscow. 
which at that period were very badly 
lighted, though it is believed that 
matters have been greatly improved 
in that respect since. He heard them 
approaching and slipped quickly into 
a dark doorway. His description of j; 
these abandoned children sounded 
like a page out of Dickens’ “Tale of 
Two Cities.” There were some 30 or 
more of them, ranging in age from 
almost full-grown boys and girls to 
little ones of perhaps six or seven. 
They were mostly in rags and filthily 
dirty, though some wore clothes obh- 
viously plundered from some house of 
people who had once been well-to-do. 
Girls and boys dressed almost alike, 
which means that there was little dis- 
tinction between the bundles of ill- 
assorted rags with which they had 
draped themselves. The faces were 
of two types for the most part—a 
wolfishly keen, hunger-sharpened type 
and another type in which almost all 
intelligence seemed to have departed 
and there was left only a species of 
semi-imbecile animal instinct. They 
moved in an aimless band formation, 
following one or two leaders who 
seemed to be roaming on some kind 
of hunting plan, looking for any 
chance of making an entry into a 
house where food or clothing could 
be got. Sometimes cries went up from 
‘he band like the howling of a wolf 
pack, but for the most part they mov- 
ed silently, although once or twice 
there was heard something like the 
ghost of laughter—laughter of a kind 
that sent a chill down G.’s back when 
he heard it. Nobody knew and no- 
body cared: how these children lived. 
How they kept themselves alive 
through the bitter cold of a ‘Russian 
winter seems a marvel. Presumably 
they huddled together in any dens or 
cellars they could ‘find. No doubt 
many of them died. It is beyond 
doubt that the death rate from disease 
and starvation in Russia was tre- 
mendously thigh and still is far above 
that of normal civilized lands. What 
sort of men and women these children 
must grow up into can be imagined, 
especially in a country where any- 
thing approaching religion has been 
put under an official ban. Of all the 
sights and happenings in Russia which 
G. ‘spoke of, this of the abandoned 
children made the most impression on 
those who heard him talk. 

The housing conditions in Moscow, 
as in other cities, were of an extra- 
ordinary character. The city was 
greatly overcrowded. ‘All houses were 
at the disposal of the government. Any 
Bolshevist who thhad a friend among 
the commissars or government of- 
ficials, could have a dwelling or bil- 
let assigned to him in any house he 
chose, and there he could go and 
establish himself, whether the right- 
ful owners wanted him or not, wheth- 
er they had -room for him or not, and 
there he could remain as long as he 
pleased. Servante could not be dis- 
missed; they could leave if they 
chose. It was safer not to try to dis- 
miss them because if this was done, 
the probability was that they would 
at once obtain an order assigning 
them a billet in the same house from 
which they had just been dismissed, 
and then back they would come with 
all the added hostility arising from 
their dismissal and make themselves 
even more of a burden and a scourge 
to their former employers than they 
had been before. 

It was a world gone mad in which 
all conventions had ceased to exist 
and all standards of judgment had to 
be abandoned as useless. G. success- 
fully avoided all the dangers that sur- 
rounded him. Perhaps his most try- 
ing ordeal was when he went to a 
great meeting in the garb—it could 
hardly be called a uniform—of a sol- 
dier and found himself forced by the 
pressure of the crowd right up to the 
front row of seats in the hall and) 
compelled to sit close under the eye 
of Lenin himself, who was speaking 
at the meeting. It was probably only 
the result of imagination and the 
knowledge of his false position, but 
G. said that all the time Lenin was 
speaking he felt that he was being 
made the object of a close scrutiny 
by the Bolshevist autocrat and he sat 
on his seat in the front row of the 
meeting wondering at what particular 
moment Lenin was going to denounce 
him as a spy to the assemblage and 
hand him over to the dreadful fate 
which would certainly have awaited 
him. It was a long meeting by any 
standard, but to the British boy it 
seemed like an eternity of torture, 
imposing a well-nigh intolerable 
strain on his nerve endurance before 
it ended and he was able to escape 
slowly amongst the crowd to the open 
air. 

It was therefore with heartfelt 
thankifulness that G. eventually re- 
ceived through the usuat channels 
orders to leave Moscow and make his 
way north and across the border into 
Finland and thence home to England. 
He accomplished the perilous journey 
in safety, and considered that he was 
being given a comparatively enjoyable 
and safe job when he was promptly 
ordered off to the eastern Mediter- 
ranean and found himself after a few 
months in Constantinople, by that 
time in the possession of the allies, 
and later on in Bulgaria. 
all that he wanted of Russia.

You. begin by saying that I was mis-| 


taken in saying that Mr. Meighen has 
on. several. occasions definitely advo- 
cated’ a. naval policy, and that. Han- 
sard proves that I am so mistaken. I 
regret to have: to tell you that I am 
not ‘in ‘the least mistaken and that 
Hansard hasnothing to do with the 
matter.’ I-did. not ‘say that: Mr. 
Meighen. had:advocated naval defence 
in parliament, although I think that ‘he 
ought to have done so. I merely said 
that he ‘had ‘advocated it, and he ‘has 
done so in’ public speeches made be- 
fore this election was announced. In- 
sofar as'I cannot give you the exact 
dates of such speeches, you may con- 
sider that a point to you, but that he 
did so there is'no doubt whatever, as 
I particularly noted the fact at the 
time, it being a subject to which I 
attarh considerable importance. You 
are right in saving that naval defence 
is not a popular question in Canada 
at present and that the leaders are 
fighting shy of it. It is not a popular 
question anywhere at present but it 
is unfortunately a vitally important 
one, That our leaders are all shirk- 
ing it is not to their credit, whatever 
their party. On that point we appear 
to be agreed. 

You go on to say that the best de- 
fence is offence—a perfectly true 
‘Btatement up toa point but not invari- 
ably true under all circumstances. 
From that you make the deduction 
that because Canada cannot afford to 
build an offensive navy (by the way, 
a navy by itself can hardly be an of. 
fensive weapon without an army be- 
hind it to act along with it), she must 
build nothing at all. That is an ad- 
mirable instance of entirely ‘unsound 
logic and complete ignoring of the 
fact that the Canadian naval units 
will not be alone. You know perfect- 
ly well that a modern naval force, 
whether acting offensively or defen- 
sively, coneists of a large number of 
ships of different types and sizes— 
battleships, cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines. In the event of a war 
the .whole maval force of the empire 
will be employed and there is no rea- 
son whatever why Canada should not 
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provide: the smaller’ unite to-act in 
conjunction’: withthe’ large | ships 
which form part of the British navy. 
Again the. Australian example may. ‘be 
studied with advantage. In the late 
war. Australia ’ provided a: battle 
cruiser, the “Australia”; a light: cruis- 
er,-the Sydney,” and some minor 
craft.. Now she is. providing only 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines, 
which by themselves might be of little 
use but in conjunction with the rest 
of.the empire’s ships. will be of high 
value. As to. your statement: that 
Canada could not get credit for any 
naval construction, what is your au- 
thority. Canadian government securi- 
ties stand high in.the world’s financial 
markets. Great Britain is still one of 


‘'the two leading financial centres of 


the world, the other being the United 
States. There ig no ground for say: 
ing that Canada could not get the 
credit for.naval defence, which would

financiers, who know only too well 
the necessity for international fire in- 
surance, 

You say that Canada is taxed to the 
limit indirectly, but you do not define 
and it is not easy to define what “the 
limit” is. The general standard of liv- 
ing in Canada is probably higher than 
in any country in the world except 
the United States. It is quite true 
that our taxes are too high, but as 
long as our people are better supplied 
with the basic necessities of life than 
other parts of the empire and par- 
ticularly than Great Britain, and as 
long as we have great undeveloped 
resources, so long are we without 
justification in saying that we are too 
highly taxed to contribute to our own 
defence and must sponge on the more 
‘heavily taxed sections of the empire 
for it. 

You ask whether we are not meet- 
ing our obligations to the motherland 
better by guaranteeing her food re- 
serves than by building battleships. 
The answer ie that we are not guar- 
anteeing the motherland’s food re- 
serves at all for the simple reason 
that without adequate naval forces 
those food reserves could not_be taken 
to the motherland, as the late war 
demonstrated in an acutely serious 
form, and further, without defence 
forces to protect the Canadian coasts 
those reserves would epeedily be de- 
stroyed by an invading enemy. Surely 
you do not suggest that by selling 
wheat to Great Britain at war prices 
we are guaranteeing her food re- 
serves. In that event every grain 
growing in the world is “guaranteeing 
the food‘ reserves” of the motherland. 
Surely you must realize the fallacy of 
that argument. Perhaps, however, 
you mean that we shall supply wheat 
free to Great Britain in war time. If 
so, it would be a much more expens- 
ive business than providing warships, 
and the taxes of Canada would be sti) 
more intolerable.

The keenness of the competition on this, our only market, and the 
energy and resourcefulness of our competitors began to impress them- 
selves upon the Department of Agriculture some time ago, but it is only 
within very recent years that the real and only way to grapple with this 
problem has been discovered, or at least put into effect. This Department 
now believes, as do also most of the farmers of this country, that the 
“erading” of our agricultural products is the policy and practice that is 
seeing us through the struggle and will assure us of our rightful place on 


“Grading” means the classifying 
of products, whether they be hogs, but- 
ter, cheese, eggs or anything else, into 
what might be called in a general way 
“BEST”, “GOOD”, “FAIR” and 


These exact words are not used in 
describing the grades, but that is what 
is meant. The purpose served in grad- 


(1) Educational. When the pro- 
ducer sees the relative quality of his 
product he is spurred on to maintain 
that quality if it is the “best” or to 
improve the quality where necessary. 


(2) Fair Play. When products are 
not graded the inferior article for 
various reasons often brings as much as 
the superior article, and the credit and 
advantage of putting the superior pro- 
duct on the market is lost to the one 


(3) Facilitatmg Trade. The 
dealer learns to have confidence in the 
article he is buying and buys more free- 
ly, because it is guaranteed by grading, 
and gradually everybody gets to know 
what the “best” article really looks like 
In short, grading brings 
about standardization and ensures to 
the producer the best price. 


Canada now grades her cereals, grass 
seeds, hay, potatoes, apples, eggs, but- 
ter, cheese, wool and bacon hogs. The 
results have been in every case bene- 
ficial and in some cases quite markedly 
so, even though the grading system has 
been in effect in some cases for only 
two or three years, thus:— 


Cheese—Grading began April 1st, 
1923. Canadian cheese the year before 
had fallen into such disfavour on the 
British market that New Zealand cheese 
was quite commonly preferred. Today 
ian cheese commands cents per 
oun igher than New Ze 
pound higher than N Zealand. 


Butter—Grading began same time 
as for cheese. The reputation of our but- 
ter was then indeed at low ebb. Canadian 
butter today, while not the best on the 
market, is rapidly improving in quality 
and gaining in reputation. 


Hlogs—Over two years ago the De- Beef Cattl 
partment of Agriculture began to grade 
live hogs at the packing houses and 


the packers for ““select” bacon hogs as 
against “ thick smooths’¢as classed by 
departmental graders has done wonders 
to improve the quality of our hogs and 
develop the bacon industry.

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WORKERS AND PARASITES 

It is probable that as long as the 
world.endures the human race will 
be divided with varying degrees of 
sharpness into the two classes of 
those ‘who live by working and those 
who live by making others work for 
them. It is a state of things which 
exists in all countries whatever their 
constitutions, in democracies as well 
as in autocracies. When it is thought 
over, it seems to be a surprising thing 
that some men can live in luxury with 
little or no effort while others toil 
from dawn to dark and get only a 
bare living for their work. It is under- 
standable in countries where slavery, 
open or veiled, is an established in- 
stitution, but it would seem to be out 
of place in countries where freedom 
and justice are admitted to be the 
watchwords of citizenship. It is true 
that sometimes the difference in the 
amount of work done is more appar- 
ent than real. The manual worker is 
apt to regard the office worker as 
something of a parasite because he 
sits in a chair and wields a pen or 
dictates letters to a stenographer in 
stead of using a spade or a hay fork. 
Yet the office worker may be expend- 
ing just as much effort as the manual 
worker in his own way. Again the 
difference may be a matter of speed 
rather than energy. The man who 
controls a powerful machine, whether 
it is machinery of steel or machinery 
of a number of other men organized 
by him, may in a few hours of plan- 
ning skilfully done accomplish more 
than the other type of worker in days 
and weeks of plodding. In such a 
case it is not fair to stigmatize the 
skilful deviser and controller of the 
elaborate machinery as a parasite be- 
cause after setting it all in motion he 
goes off to the golf course and pre- 
gents an appearance of idle pleasure- 
seeking. In the industrial world it 
is as in the military world. The gen- 
eral of a great army may give a dozen 
curt orders in a few minutes and 
thereby do everything required of 
him in a great battle and do it thor- 
oughly. Some will remember the 
story of the Japanese General Kuroki 
in the tremendous battle of Mukden 
against the Russians 20 years ago, 
when he spent a considerable part of 
the days while the battle raged placid- 
ly fishing in a small stream near hie 
headquarters. Yet he was just as 
much a soldier and had just as much 
of a rightful share of the glory of the 
victory.as any private in his army who 
marched and fought and suffered all 
through the days of the long-drawn 
struggle. This is a point which some 
labor champions rather lose sight of 
when they are pleading for the re- 
dress of grievances of their class: 
grievances which in some cases are 
genuine grievances calling justly for 
remedy. 

In such cases as these there does 
not seem to be any eseential injustice 
involved in the apparent disparity of 
effort between different types of 
workers. There are, however, other 
cases which belong to a different 
category. Take the gamblers on the 
wheat exchange for instance. A man 
buys a large quantity of wheat on 
margin. The market moves in a fav- 
orable direction and he sells out with 
a large profit, while the farmer, who 
grows the wheat, harvests it and 
.takes it to market, may make a very 
meagre profit from his arduous toil. 
It is difficult not tosympathize strong- 
ly with the farmer when he denounces 
the other man as a parasite of the 
worst kind, contributing nothing 
whatever to the wealth of the world 
but consuming lavishly what has been 
produced by others wth the sweat of 
their brow. There are plenty. of 
similar cases which could be thought 
of without great difficulty. It is, how- 
ever, quite another matter to suggest 
aremedy. For one thing, none of the 
parasites, or at least only one in 
many thousands, will ever admit for 
a moment that the charge of parasit- 
ism is a true one. They will always 
find some ingenious form of defence, 
some plausible explanation directed 
toward completely justifying their 
mode of existence. There is the fam- 
itiar theory that the lavish and waste- 
ful luxury of the over-rich provides 
employment for the poor and is there- 
fore quite justified. It is an easentially 
unsound theory though it has a super- 
ficial justification about it. Then 
there is the fact that most of the 
downtrodden toilers who rail against 
the parasites have a sneaking ambi- 
tion in their heart of hearts to be- 
come parasites themselves. The 
farmer who denounces the succeasful 
wheat gambler in the flercest of tones 
would in about 999 cases out of a 
thousand eagerly grasp at the chance 
of himself bringing off a similar suc- 
cessful stroke and departing from his 
little farm to enjoy the bright lights 
of the great cities. 

Perhaps all that can be done is to 
lessen as much as possible the oppor- 
tunities of parasitism and_ increase 
those of intelligent co-operation in 
genuine work. The wheat pool is an 
effort of this kind, however it may 
eventually turn out. The hope of 
mankind lies in such Intelligent vol- 
untary co-operation as compared with 
compulsory effort imposed from some 
arbitrary authority. As in the world 
BADLY WANTED of nature, so in that of man. It will

that famous march of “the black 
shirts’ on Rome which changed the 
history of Italy. Step by step the 
constitution of Italy has been changed 
from an orthodox democracy more or 
less like that of Great Britain to 
something very like an absolute auto- 
cracy supported by an armed militia, 
the Fascisti, and retained the king ag 
an even more formal and powerless 
official than he was in the constitu- 
tional days. Freedom of the press has 
been completely abolished. The right 
of public meeting and public criticism 
of public events has been taken away. 
Opponents of the government have 
been assailed not only with abuse but 
with the utmost physical violence and 
in geome cases actually murdered. Now 
comes the next step in the shape of 
a compulsory board of arbitration in 
industrial disputes, with power to set- 
tle all such disputes in the way it 
deems best and moreover with the 
power to punish with death any 
strikes entered on in defiance of its 
orders. This removes the last vest- 
ige of popular freedom in the modern 
sense and introduces something not 
unlike the despotic power of last cen- 
tury in Europe. The first trade union 
strikers in England were punished 
with transportation for long terms of 
years, but this new Italian code goes 
further than transportation. It sounds 
like an intolerable tyranny, but Brit- 
ish travellers in Italy in recent months 
have reported that far from being 
seething with discontent and rebel- 
lion, the country presents all the ap- 
pearance of peace, steady work and 
comparative prosperity. The people 
of Italy, like the people of Spain, are 
apparently sick of continual agita- 
tion and bad government at the hands 
of professional politicians and ready 
to accept a strong government which 
will insure peace and order, even if 
it does so by throttling forcibly the 
ordinary forms of popular govern- 
ment. Whether this latest innovation 
will be accepted as quietly as the rest 
remains to be seen. It is much more 
of an interference with the daily life 
of the average citizen than the mere 
suppression of ordinary political ac- 
tivities has been. 

In the meantime the head of this 
unusual government, Muesolini, con 
tinues to concentrate in his own hands 
more and more of the functions of 
government. He is not only prime 
minister with a parliamentary follow- 
ing as sternly disciplined as a regi- 
ment, but he is also foreign minister, 
minister for war, minister of marine 
and air minister. It is a combination 
of offices which recalls Poo Bah in 
“The Mikado,” and there can hardly 
be a parallel to it in anything like 
modern history. Inevitably the ex- 
ample of Napoleon occurs in this con- 
nection; but it is the case of Napo- 
leon IIL, rather than Napoleon I. 
which presents the closest analogy to 
Mussolini, so far at any rate. France 
put up with the rule of Napoleon III. 
for nearly 20 years until illness and 
the disaster of the Franco-German 
war of 1870 brought him down. Italy 
has had only some four years of Mus- 
solini as yet. He is undoubtedly the 
creation of inefficient and corrupt 
politicians and there are times when 
it almost seems as if there might be 
a place for someone of the same type 
in North America, though we are not 
yet so far gone as Italy was when he 
came to the rescue. None the less, 
hig career is worth watching, and it 
is possible that if his picture were to 
be prominently displayed in the par- 
lament chambers at Ottawa and the 
provincial capitals of Canada, there 
might be less complacence and more 
efficiency about the conduct of Cana- 
dian public business. There is room

| THE CONSERVATIVE | 
CONVENTION 


JOSEPH LaFRANCE NOMINATED); 
AS CANDIDATE 


~ 


A second Conservative convention 
was held in the McBride Hotel Thurs- 
day evening. W. E. Payne, K.C., presi- 
dent of the Conservative Association 
of the Red Deer constituency, was in 
the chair. He called on the secretary, 
W. J. Botterill, to read the letter of 
resignation from ‘Doctor Wagner of 
Innisfail, who was nominated as can- 
didate at the first convention. This 
letter expressed Dr. Wagner’s keen 
regret at being unable to stand as 
candidate on account of professional 
ties. A resolution was carried unan- 
imously accepting the doctor’s resig- 
nation with regrets. 

A letter was read from R. A. Craig 
of Olds expressing the opinion that 
it would be a mistake to run a Con- 
servative candidate as it might have 
the effect of allowing the Liberal to 
be elected. Major Pullen wrote from 
Alexo strongly urging that there 
should be a candidate and several 
other letters to the same effect were 
read and the secretary intimated he 
had received a number of telephone 
calls from places throughout the con- 
stituency urging that a candidate 
should be selected. 

G. G. Norris, barrister of Alix, in a 
neat and quiet speech expressed the 
opinion that there certainly should be 
a candidate and that it was desirable 
that he should come from the centre 
of the constituency. He and _ his 
friends from Alix were ready either 
to put a man in the ifield themselvea 
or support any other man who might 
be selected by the convention. P. H. 
Russell endorsed Mr. Norris’ remarks 
as to the desirability of having a can- 
didate. 

Messrs. J. Dale, Red Deer, Gunson 
of Innisfail, Kirkendale of Olds, Frank 
Piper, Pete Code and Wilde all spoke 
in support of having a candidate and 
promised the support of themselves 
and their friends. The general opin- 
ion seemed to be that there was not 
much to choose between Likerals and 
Progressives and both were highly ob- 
jectionable. 

Doctor Wagner also spoke express- 
ing his regret at having had to with- 
draw but promising such assistance as 
he could give. The resolution to put 
up a candidate was moved by P. H. 
Rusgell, barrister, and seconded by J. 
‘R. McClure. !t was carried unanim- 
ously. 

Doctor Collison then addressed the 
meeting. He said that he appreciated 
Doctor Wagner's position as a medi- 
cal man which made it very difficult 
for him to abandon his practice in 
order to contest the election. He was 
very glad that it had been decided to 
have a candidate. It would have been 
a great mistake not to have one. The 
Red Deer constituency had become 
known all over Canada on account of 
Doctor Clarke, whose brilliant capac: 
ity wag beyond question even though 
not all approved of his economic 
theories. In particular, his attitude in 
1917 with regard to the war had earn. 
ed him the respect and the gratitude 
of all Conservatives, and the fact that 
under present circumstances Doctor 
Clarke could find no place for himself 
in the policies of Canada was a mat- 
ter for regret. It was not correct that 
Mr. Speakman would have been elect: 
ed by acclamation but for outside 
pressure nor was it the function of 
any person belonging to the other 
parties to suggest that it would be fit- 
ting for the Conservatives to with- 
draw their candidate in favor of Mr. 
Speakman. The Progressive party 
was on the way to extinction and 
would not last for another election. 
The remains would join the Liberals. 
He hag read Mr. Mackenzie King’s 
speech in Calgary which contained 
little or nothing. The prime minister's 
public statement that Mr. Buchanan, 
the mewly appointed senator from 
Lethbridge, was appointed only on 
promise of supporting any Liberal 
policy for the reform of the Senate, 
was in the nature of an insult to Mr.

Buchanan. If the Conservatives had 
been in power in Alberta since 1905, 
the position of affairs here would be 
very different from what it now was. 
He had the pleasure of nominating a 
gentleman who was widely known in 
the district and widely popular—Mr. 
Joseph LaFrance. 

‘The doctor’s nomination was sec- 
onded by Mr. Mackié of Alix, who 
promised full support for Mr. La- 
France. There were no other nomina- 
tions and Mr. LaFrance was accord- 
ingly unanimously chosen at the Con- 
servative candidate. 

In accepting the nomination, Mr. 
LaFrance said that he appreciated the 
compliment involved in it. He did not 
mind at all that it was what might 
be termed a eecond-hand nomination, 
because in his opinion it would have 
been a great mistake not to have a 
candidate. Mr. Mackie of Alix, who 
had seconded the nomination, was a 
most unselfish and  sportsmanlike 
gentleman, since he might easily have 
had the nomination if he ‘had wished, 
but thinking that ‘he (Mr. LaFrance) 
was somewhat better known in the 
constituency, Mr. Mackie had gener- 
ously withdrawn. Now that a contest 
was to take place, it was neceesary 
that everybody should help, and should 
help, not for the sake of the candidate 
personally, but for the sake of the 
cause which he represented. (Loud 
applause.)* 

Mr. Payne said that he also wished 
to deny the suggestion that outside 
pressure had been responsible for the 
nomination. Mr. R. B. Bennett, the 
leading Congervative in Alberta, had 
written to him saying that the selec- 
tion or non-selection of a candidate 
was entirely a matter_ for the people 
of the constituency and for no one 
else. It was necessary for all to help 
in this election. The position of Can- 
ada was not a good one at the present 
time. Great mistakes had been made 
in the management of public affairs 
but the greatest of these were not the 
fault of the Conservatives. It wag not 
they who had started the Grand 
Trunk scheme. That was the work of 
the Liberals, as also was the expens- 
ive policy of the branch lines. The 
Conservatives would have a candidate 
in every constituency and its candi. 
dates would be of the very best class. 


It was now necegsary to face the 


stern realities of the situation and the 
difficulties which existed would only 
be solved by men of unselfish public 
spirit. Mr. LaFrance, the selected 
candidate, was a man of first rate 
character, suitable to the needs of the 
situation. If Canada was to advance 
it was necessary that no one class 
should dominate. It was impossible 
for a single group to save the coun- 
try. The Progressives, on the admis- 
sion of Mr. Crerar, one of their most 
prominent members in the early days 
of the party, had failed, and the Lib- 
erals were merely drifting without any 
positive policy to guide them. The 
Conservativea believed in the con- 
serving and developing of the coun- 
try’s resources and raw materials, not 
in the sending of those raw materials 
out of the country to be dealt with in 
foreign territory. If this election was 
to be won, all good men must firmly 
unite. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Andrews of the Alix Free Press 
promised the support of his news: 
paper to Mr. LaFrance. W. J. Bot- 
terill expressed the thanks of the 
executive to Mr. Andrews and declar- 
ed that all young men must at once 
help in this contest. The committee 
rooms of the Conservatives would be 
opened at 9:30 tomorrow. Mr. La- 
France had seen many other countries 
as well as Canada and had expressed 
the opinion that Alberta was the best 
of all the countries that he had 
known. Mr. Botterill intimated that 
this was his forty-ninth birthday and 
that if Mr. LaFrance was elected he 
would etand a party for all present 
on his fiftieth birthday. 

J. R. McClure paid a warm tribute 
to the sportsmanship of Mr. Mackie 
and the Alix Conservatives in stand 
ing back and giving the nomination 
to Mr. LaFrance. ‘He wondered why 
Mr. LaFrance, or Joe, as he preferre~ 
to call him, had not been thought of 
before. Probably it was because “no 
prophet is without honor, save in his 
own kingdom.” Joe would make not 
only a good candidate in other re- 
spects but he would be the finest 
hand-shaker and baby-kisser in the 
constituency. All must start from 
that very hour to help in organization. 
He was of the opinion that there was 
an excellent chance of electing the 
candidate. 

The proceedings terminated with 
the singing of “God Save the King.”

CITY COUNCIL 


THE REX THEATRE—THE WEST: 
ERN GENERAL ELECTIC CO. 
BY-LAW 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday evening. 
The mayor presided and all aldermen 
except Alderman Galbraith were pres: 
ent and Commissioner. Stephenson. 

A letter was read from Mrs. J. 
Greig, secretary of the 1.0.D.E., ask 
ing that the order should have the 
care and upkeep of the war memoria’ 
in Red Deer for one year. A resolu 
tion was passed-thanking the order 
and granting the request. : 

Macleod General Hospital wrote as 
to their account for the care of Mrs. 
Brody, thanking the city of -Red Deer 
for their assistance in trying to col- 
lect the account and asking if Brody 
had any money due to him in Red 
Deer. The commissioner stated that 
Brody had now been located and that 
the department of immigration ‘has 
recognized that the city ‘has no Liabil- 
ity in this case. 

“Municipal Canada” wrote as to a 
war memorial number which they are 
getting out on Armistice Day, and 
asking for a cut of the Red Deer me- 
morial. It was left to the commis. 
sioner to get such. 

The Motor Services Ltd. of Calgary 
wrote with regard to the claim of the 
city for a license fee for a car sold 
ia the city, that they ‘had a provincial 
license which, under a ‘provincial act. 
exempted them from all other li 
cense feeg in any town or city. The 
commissioner explained that such a: 
act would override any city by-law 
and exempt the company from pay- 
ment to the city as claimed by them 

Mr. Hendren, proprietor of the Rex 
Theatre, was present and was repre- 
sented by Mr. P. E. Graham, who, 
however, explained that if any con- 
troversial question arose between Mr. 
Hendren and the city he realized tha! 
he could not act for Mr. Hendren. 
owing to being the city solicitor. Mr 
Hendren asked for permission to re 
pair the Rex Theatre in order that he 
might hand it over in good working 
order to Mr. Culford, the new pur 
chaser, in accordance with his ! 
gain made just before the fire took 
place. He stated that he understood 
that if Mr. Culford was allowed tr 
operate the repaired building till the 
spring he was prepared then to put 
up a new brick building. Mr. Cul- 
ford, however, who was also present 
stated that he was not prepared to 
give any understanding to that effect. 
All that he would say was that if the 
business in the city warranted it, he 
would consider building in the spring 
Mr. Graham pointed out that it was 
very doubtful if the by-law under 
which the city claimed the right tc 
prevent the rebuilding of the theatre 
was valid. He quoted an Ontario 
legal decision, in which a similar by- 
law had been held of no effect, and 
stated that his opinion was that thc 
Red Deer by-law was in the same po- 
sition. A discussion took place in 
which the mayor and other members 


of the council made it perfectly clear } 


that they were entirely opposed tc 

the rebuilding of the Rex Theatre in 
anything like its former condition 
They considered it most dangerous 
so far as fire was concerned, and they 
refused to take the responsibility of 
allowing rebuilding if it could br 
stopped. -Mr. Culford stated that in 
his opinion the present building was 
not worth reconstruction with brick 
and other fire-proof material. Alder 
man ‘Snell pointed out that merchants 
in buildings adjoining the theatre hae 
to pay higher insyrance rates because 
of the proximity of the theatre, whic) 
was reckoned a very dangerous build. 
ing by the insurance companies. He 
further stated that after last Friday's 
fire the citizens would not be incline” 
to go to the theatre. Alderman Mc- 
Clure was inclined to think that as 
far as the law was concerned Hr. 
Graham was right, though he agreed 
with the rest of the council about the 
undesirability of allowing rebuilding 
if it could be stopped. Mr. Graham 
suggested that other people in similar 
circumstances had simply ignored the 
council and gone ahead and rebuilt 
but the ~ commissioner pointed out 
that some had been stopped in doing 
so. The commissioner called the at- 
tention of the council to the Alberta 
Fire Prevention Act and suggested 
that it gave power to the fire chief to 
order the closing of the theatre or it: 
demolition if he thought it dangerous. 
Mr. Graham thought that possibly it 
did give such power. At the sugges- 
tion of Alderman Broughton Fire 
Chief Taylor was called in and was 
asked his opinion as to the theatre. 
He gave it as being absolutely op- 
posed to rebuilding and_ said that 
however carefully the manager of the 
theatre looked after it, it would still 
be dangerous. He favored entire 
demolition. The fire exits could not 
be improved so as to make them safe. 
He had not made a thorough inspec- 
tion of the theatre. Mr. Hendren had 
always carried out such recommen- 
dations as he had made for increas- 
ing the safety of the theatre. 

Alderman McClure moved and Al- 
derman Fulton seconded “that this 
eouncil refuse the application of Mr. 
Hendren for leave to repair the Rex 
Theatre; and that if this council has 
no authority under the by-laws of the 
city to prevent the rebuilding, that the 
commissioners be requested to obtain 
from the solicitors their opinion as 
to whether or not the council can 
prevent the rebuilding except in com- 
piance with the by-laws by invoking 
the provisions of the Fire Prevention 
Act of Alberta through the fire chief 
as local assistant to the fire commis- 
sioner.” This motion was. carrie) 
unanimously. 

The commissioners’ report contain- 
ed little of special note. 

There was little discussion on the 
report. It was agreed to leave the 
completion of the work on Fifth 
Street sidewalk till the spring, mere 
ly taking steps to prevent any danger 
of accidents from the unfinished state 
of the ground. 

The fire chief's report showed one 
fire in September at T. Hodgson's 
house due to a chimney catching fire. 
The average attendance at practices 
was 17, and the new team is doing 
well. (Alderman Broughton thought 
that the chief should make a more 
frequent inspection of premises for 
fire danger and the mayor said that 
an attempt would be made to arrange 
for more help so as to give him more 
time for ingpections. It was also 
agreed that it would be desirable if 
possible to get more men to sleep in 
the fire hall. At present only two 
were doing so. 

The police chief's report 
among other things five cases of 
theft, 19 transients ordered out of 
town, 37 auto parties using the camp, 
The health report showed everything 
in good order. 

Foreman Jones’ report showed that 
the wet weather had caused a good

ratepayers. ;
